Board of Pensions and Relief—Dr. W. M. Jeffers represented 
the Board of Pensions and Relief, explained the new Pension 
Legislation, and presented to the Conference a check for eight 
hundred dollars, which was turned over to the conference 
treasurer. 


Board of Temperance, Prohibitions and Public Morals—Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson addressed the Conference on the present 
status of national prohibition. 


Anti-Saloon League—Hon. Charles M. Haffke, Superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, addressed the Conference on the sig- 
nificance of the present political campaign to national prohibition. 


Order of the Golden Cross—On motion, W. A. Winters was 
elected to the Order of the Golden Cross, and Henry Martin, a 
supply pastor for over twenty years, was elected to honorary 
membership.

REPORT OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 
E. L. WHITE, Superintendent. 


Bishop Brown, we welcome you to the Idaho Conference. We have 
already learned to love you, and we are going to count on you as our 
leader, counsellor, co-worker, friend, and brother. 

Your pastorates from Olivet to University Church furnish a bond be- 
tween you and our every parsonage home. Your experience as district 
superintendent, I know, gives you a friendly feeling for these itinerants who 
are still allowed to roam the face of the earth, unpaid, unhonored, and 
unsung. Your long and helpful association with Syracuse University fur- 
nishes the ideas and will make possible the ideals we need for our own 
Gooding College. Your four years of consecrated and sacrificial service in 
Foochow, China, will keep our eyes more closely on the needs of the Kingdom 
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as a whole, and our hearts in closer touch and tune with Him who said, 
“Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel.” ; 

In making this report, I wish again to express my gratitude to God, who 
has guided us all along the way, because death has not been allowed to 
enter a single parsonage home on the Eastern District this year, and be- 
cause of the five year increase and progress in World Service giving, mem- 
bership, and other good work—not always large, but a real increase each 
and every year. I also wish to thank the pastors, their wives, and their 
good people for the loyalty, devotion, and splendid hospitality extended to 
myself and family, which will be cherished long after the details of this 
and all other reports have been forgotten. 

Aberdeen—Ladies’ Aid raised $456.00. New furniture provided for the- 
parsonage. Claims all met in full. Two students for Gooding College. 

Albion—Left to be supplied at request of official board. District super- 
intendents and pastors of other churches provided one service each month. 
Community dinner served right after the service. People like the plan, 
and district superintendent believes it the best that has yet been tried at 
this State Normal School town, which trains so many of the teachers for 
Idaho’s elementary and rural schools. I recommend Albion as a special 
project for additional funds to supplement the money appropriated by the 
Home Board. 

American Falls—Subscriptions have been secured for the balance of 
$500.00 on the church debt. New furniture provided for the parsonage, and 
grounds graded and seeded, which makes this one of the finest pieces of 
church property on the Eastern District. 

Ashton—Ladies’ Aid raised $500.00, and every claim met in full. Interest 
on debt paid; parsonage refurnished; and building crowded for church 
training night. Average number at Epworth League, 60; and best attend- 
ance record at the Epworth League Institute. Pastor unanimously invited 
to return at salary increase of $200.00. Six students for Gooding College. 

Berger—Supplied with services by Dr. J. D. Gillilan, who owns the 
whole town and community. A thriving Sunday School is one of the fea- 
tures. One student for Gooding College. 

Blackfoot—Brother and Sister Deal have been faithful to every interest. 
Every-member canvass for World: Service made. Messengers, 55; Advocates, 
19; home department in Sunday School, 60; Junior League, 28. Pastor in- 
vited to return. 

Bliss—Supplied by Rev. H. G. McCallister, assisted by Miss Ellen Strong, 
a student at Gooding College. Furnished eight students for Gooding College, 
with three graduates and more to follow this year. 

Buhl—Rev. Helman has over $22,000.00 subscribed for new building; 
plans are being drawn by local architect and Home Board cooperating. 
World Service stressed; barrels of fruit and six students for Gooding College, 
two of them graduates. 

Burley—Dr. Deich will report World Service in full, 600 calls made, 28 
Advocates, gain of 42 members, and all previous Burley records broken 
for attendance at the Epworth League Institute. Ten students for Gooding 
College. 

Castleford—Brother and Sister Bartlett have to their credit this year 
a fine new community church, with lawn graded and seeded, parsonage 
renovated and painted, a fine Sunday School with 40 enrolled in the men’s 
Bible class, a new piano, a memorial to the son of Mrs. A. E. Keller, new 
peels, and every claim met in full, including Gooding College, and Area 
office. 

Dietrich, Downey, Lava and McCammon—tThese points all maintain Sun- 
day Schools, the only Protestant services held, and have all been allocated to 
us, The need is for an appropriation large enough to put a man in charge 
of these rural centers, but the funds do not seem to be available for this year. . 

Fairfield and Hill City—This charge was recently named Camas Prairie 
Parish, and Brother Haga reigns over the entire country. Besides out- 
standing work with the Epworth Leaguers and the business men of the ~ 
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town, his Rural Chautauqua which included as speakers, Governor H. C. 
Baldridge, R. E. Shepherd, Dean Iddings, the district superintendent, and 
the best talent of the Union Pacific Railway System, all of whom are full 
of praise for the project and more than willing to cooperate again, was 
held this year. Two students for Gooding College. 

_ Filer—Some folks think Dr. Gillilan is growing old, but those who know 
him best say that he will be translated before old age overtakes him. For 
this year his report will show 21 new members, 9 baptisms, 18 Hpworth 
Heralds, a Sunday School that has completely outgrown present quarters and 
larger classes than any other person who taught in the Epworth League 
Institutes at Wallowa Lake and Wood River this year. 

Glenns Ferry—Brother Allison moved last year, but his record for good 
work goes on. Property beautified, an exceptionally fine choir organized 
and maintained, and all claims cared for. One student for Gooding College. 

Gooding—tThis is the sixth year for Brother McCallister at this strategic 
point, which touches the best young life of our entire Conference. His 
preaching meets with increasing favor, while his teaching and coaching 
work brings consternation to all teams contesting for the debating honors 
of southern Idaho. President Tenney says cut out all this cabinet session 
foolishness, in which bishops and superintendents delight, guarantee Mac a 
life tenure and he will earn promotions faster than those who change jobs 
every other year can find them. Sixty students and over $1500.00 for 
Gooding College. 


Hagerman and Tuttle—This charge was supplied last year by a student 
from Gooding College, and the same plan will be recommended again, with 
Elvin Krumm of Twin Falls in charge. 

Hansen—In spite of a severe illness and an operation, Brother Olney 
Kendall continues to grow in grace and favor of young and old alike. As 
dean of the Eastern District Epworth League Institute, his services are 
indispensable, and a bunch of trees has been converted into a campground 
that accommodated more than 600 people this year. At Hansen, a new 
parsonage was purchased, and plans are now on foot for a $20,000.00 com- 
a church. Four students for Gooding College, and all claims paid in 

ull. 

Idaho Falls—Brother Turner’s fifth year at Idaho Falls shows 63 new 
members, church renovated and redecorated, all claims and bills met in full, 
and an urgent request to come back and do it again. 

Jerome—An enlarged plant greeted the members of the District Con- 
ference when they met here in January with Brother and Sister Tate as 
host and hostess. In addition to the Jerome work, services held at other 
points were much appreciated, Three students for Gooding College. Pastor 
invited to return for another year. 

Kimberly—Pastor’s salary raised $200 at First Quarterly Conference, and 
the same amount at Fourth Quarterly Conference as these good people in- 
vited Brother and Sister Powell to return for another year. Among the 
high points were an increase of 100 per cent in World Service, 20 Advocates, 
14 new members, 55 copies of World Service News, and 58 League members 
at the Epworth League Institute. Ten students for Gooding College. 

Mackay—Supplied by J. B. Sutton, who has done faithful work, but the 
folks who are renovating the parsonage, ask for a full-time pastor for 
next year. 

Montpelier—A Presbyterian student now cares for the work here, but 
the field is still open to Methodism when the funds and the right man can be 
secured. 

Mountain Home—A splendid congregation and a good dinner were on 
hand when the district superintendent last preached for these good people. 
They want a resident pastor, but have not yet figured out just how he could 
do the preaching without provision for increased salary. 

Pocatello—At the request of the official board Rev. Joseph Chester was 
appointed to this important charge, and he has already been invited to return 
for another year. Ladies’ Aid raised $1,267.00, and paid $600.00 for new 
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furniture. New pipe organ costing over $5,000, covered by subscriptions, is 
being installed. Congregations large, and at the last Quarterly Conference, 
the pastor was working hard to bring his World Service up in full. : 

Richfield—Report shows another year of progress. Gave more per capita 
to World Service than any other charge in the Conference. Attendance at 

winter rallies was among the very best. Good pastor, good people, good 
' work. Ten students for Gooding College. 

Rupert and Paul—Faithful work is reported for both places, and Brother 
and Sister Meredith have been invited to return. The community needs an 
educational and recreational building. Death of Brother Homer Martin was 
a shock to the community and a distinct loss to the church. One student 
for Gooding College. 

Salmon—For the the fifth consecutive time, Brother George Archer, will 
gladly, emphatically, and hilariously report that all claims are met in full, 
and that this charge does not owe the Lava Hot Springs deficit a single 


ny. 

Shelley—Current expenses were fully met in spite of the low price for 
potatoes, and the people are carefully studying the situation before making 
their recommendations for the future. 


Shoshone—At the suggestion of the board, this point was left to be 
supplied. The same body has not yet decided what its attitude and policy 
for the coming year will be. Three students for Gooding College. 

Twin Falls—F¥or the fifth time Brother Humphrey will report a sub- 
stantial gift to World Service, together with a substantial payment made on 
the church debt. An educational director is needed here to work with the 
young people, a large body of whom attend the Wood River Epworth League 
Institute each year. Twenty-one students for Gooding College, and all 
claims paid in full. 

Wendell—Forty-six young folks are in the Junior Epworth League, 
sponsored by Mrs. Fryer, who is now regaining her usual health. All 
claims met in full, and the young folks of this church have petitioned the 
Bishop to return Brother Fryer to work with them for another year. Two 
students for Gooding College. 

West Yellowstone—During the Park season this gathering place for the 
tourists of the world was served by President C. W. Tenney. Though he has 
not pro-rated, he has asked to be appointed to the same work, which he claims 
has a future. 

Also, many, many thanks to the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension, and’ to Doctors Kohlstedt, McDowell, Dawber, and Sheldon for 
their continued support and cooperation in the special projects of Hansen 
and Albion, as well as to Doctors Mills and Bunch for their timely and 
helpful articles in our Pacific Christian Advocate and The Messenger. We 
pledge anew our allegiance to all these brethren and to the work they repre- 
sent, and will do our very best to hasten the day when the Eastern District 
can help all these good causes even more fully than now. 

Attention should also be called to the Epworth League Institute, directed 
by Brother Kendall, managed by Brother Stearman, inspired by Doctors 
Gornall, Randall, and other faculty members, and attended by over 500 of 
the finest young folks on earth, who at the suggestion of the district super- 
intendent raised $1,500.00 for a new auditorium. Last year, following the 
District Conference, Dean Kendall and the district superintendent held a 
number of rallies in the interest of the Institute. This coming year, Presi- 
dent Tenney will be added to the team, and every possible charge will be 
visited in the interest of the work of our young folks. 

Last but not least, Gooding College. This year for the first time it had 
more students and more graduates than Intermountain, which is supported 
by both the Methodist and Presbyterian Boards of Education, which is four 
times as old as Gooding College, and which was served by President Tenney 
for fourteen of the best years of his life. In this increase and seeming 
success, however, is our greatest danger, for one glance at what the charges 
have done to take care of this increased enrollment shows that few realize 
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that larger numbers must mean larger support, or breakers ahead. For the 
coming year, both the faculty and the course of study have been increased— 
increased as always, on faith, the faith President Tenney has in you and 
me. In spite of decreased appropriations, the Board of Education said the 
amount for Gooding College must be maintained, and that the College must 
be strengthened each and every year.’ Brethren, we must meet Dr. Bovard 
and the loyal members of the Board of Education half way. With our Parish 
Plan for Designated Gifts, we can do it. Every penny that is raised by our 
churches, Sunday Schools, Leagues, or other organizations must go through 
the regular channels in order to receive credit, for the work as a whole 
must not suffer. But let us do that early in the year, and do a good job of 
it, too. Then, by stating our need to afew hand-picked men, and those who 
have not contributed, we can take care of Gooding College and our designated 
projects, make a better record for our district, and do more for the Master, 
His cause, and His people. 


WESTERN DISTRICT

Bishop Brown and Brethren: 


It is said that all things have a reckoning; so here we are again to face 
the responsibility of giving an account of another year’s stewardship. The 
general condition of the District is somewhat like the condition of the family 
of the old lady who was asked concerning the health of her family; she 
replied that, “except for the measles, small pox, whooping cough, rheumatism, 
and a few minor ailments, they were quite well.” 

While we have had but one bank failure this year, we have not altogether 
recovered from those of last year. For the psychology of a bank failure is 
something like this; even though a man loses only ten dollars in a closed 
bank, he never forgets it but uses it as a ghost to frighten away any finan- 
cial appeal or approach you may make. He will tell you he is in favor with 
your plea and if it were not for the money he has tied up in the bank he 
would respond. 

The heavy rainfall last September and October destroyed fifty per cent 
of the wheat crop of eastern Oregon. They were unable to thrash it. This 
year the wheat crop is short due to dry weather and late frosts in the dry- 
farming sections. On account of a decline in the potato market, many acres 
will not be dug. Last year the fruit men had to buy wiping machines, to 
wipe all of the apples and now this year they have to buy washing machines, 
for all apples must be washed, say the pure food experts, before they can 
be shipped. All this means added expense with very little encouragement 
in the apple market. The closing down of the lumber mills in many places 
has affected the financial conditions of these sections. There has been a 
large number of unemployed men for the greater part of the year. All 
these have an effect on the church life. 

The Church school will show a decrease in the average attendance be- 
cause of the closing of many schools or departments of schools for several 
weeks on account of meningitis, flu, and other contagious diseases. 

Review in Brief—Apple Valley is picking up; Baker is holding her own, 
but needs a new financial morale; First Church, Boise needs a revival of 
consecration, devotion, and loyalty to the church and to Jesus Christ. Im- 
manuel Church, Boise, sees daylight after a long standing debt. Caldwell 
is pushing ahead. Collister and Eagle are getting along fine together. Cas- 
cade pays everything in full. Cove moves slowly but it moves upward, 
Emmett is satisfied. Enterprise is progressing 1n spite of a closed mill, 
Fruitland does not realize its possiblities; Haines, to the delight of the 
people, has three deaconesses in the parsonage. Huntington is a railway 
junction with an ever-changing constituency. Island City serves the com- 
munity in things spiritual. Joseph has struck an optimistic note. Canyon 
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City, John Day and Prairie City have the only preacher in Grant County. 

here is no limit to his parish. Kuna has an increase in everything. 
La Grande is an opportunity. Meridian rejoices in the fact that the pastor 
is well housed. Nampa needs to wake up to the possibilities of finishing 
her church plant. North Powder is continually being baptized by the 
Holy Ghost in one form or another. Nyssa has a great future as the head 
of the new irrigation project. Ontario has lost some fine people by removals. 
Payette plods along with zealous tread. Melba ig rejoicing in the realiza- 
tion of her dream, a new church building. Union is blinking her eyes and 
waking up from her sleep. Vale has taken on new life. Wallowa marks 
time. Weiser is holding on. Wilder and Homedale will come into their own 
when financial conditions change. Jordan Valley is still on the map and 
Arock is a new project. 


District Activities—During the year a program of cultivation was put 
on which has been fruitful of results. Bishop H. Lester Smith visited several 
churches with the superintendent. A splendid District Meeting was held 
at La Grande in J anuary and this was followed by an intensive cultivation of 
the district by a team composed of Dr. Walter Torbet of the Home Mission 
Board, Dr. C. W. Tenney of Gooding College, Mr. H. J. Roan, a member of 
the Board of Foreign Missions and the district superintendent. We visited 
fourteen churches. After this the district superintendent together with Dr. 
Tenney, Rev. V. E. Hall, Rev. H. W. Parker and Rev. C. O. Heath visited 
twelve more churches. These meetings inspired new interest in the various 
departments of church work. : 


Several mid-year institutes were held resulting in added interest by the 
young people in Kingdom building. 

The attendance at the Wallowa Lake Epworth League Institute passes 
all previous records in attendance, interest, and devotion. 


Material _Improvements—For several years there has been made very 
little improvement in church and parsonage property. This year the im- 
provements have been general. Improvements have been made on the 
church property at First Church, Boise, Collister, Haines, Vale, New Mea- 
dows, Apple Valley, Island City and Nampa. Parsonage improvements 
have been made at Eagle, Vale, Baker, and Ontario. A new garage has 
been built at Canyon City. 


The achievement of the year was the paying off of the old debt on the 
Immanuel Church, Boise. This. was made possible by the gift of Brother 
and Sister White, consecrated Christian folk, Payette has paid off her debt. 


The new church at Melba was dedicated in April, free of debt. This fine 
new building was for the most part constructed by the members of the 
church, They were aided financially by a donation from the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension. 

Another noteworthy achievement of the year was the building of the 
new peaeengse at Meridian. Long it was the dream of pastors, now it is 
a reality. 

All these improvements show an improved condition in many places over 
what it was four years ago when I assumed the district responsibility. 

These improvements could not, for the most part, have been made, were 


World Service—The World Service and other benevolences have been 
pushed aggressively by most of the pastors and the work has been ac- 
complished in many cases with difficulty because of the lagging interest on 
the part of the laity, who have not been ‘sufficiently informed. By stressing 
Rally Day in the Sunday School and the Christmas and Easter offerings 
we had hoped to raise as much as last year but such is not the case, There is 
a decrease, this decrease, however, is not general over the district, but is 
due to three churches who have fallen off in their giving. 
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: District Needs—One of the greatest needs of the churches of the district 
is adequately trained Sunday School teachers. To meet this need we are 
planning on holding teacher-training classes in all churches who wish it this 
coming conference year. 

There is need of a district missionary to take care of logging camp work 
and of nine widely scattered places. We have the sole responsibility of 
caring for these places but I do not see how it is going to be done, with a 
decline in missionary money, unless some of the larger churches designate 
some of their World Service money to mission needs within the bounds of 
the district. New irrigation projects where the new settler is coming must 
be taken care of. The church, as well as the sagebrush, should give them 
a welcome. 

In General—Death has not visited any parsonage home on the district 
this year. Several have been saddened by the death of relatives. Mrs. 
Barnes, through the death of her father in Iowa; Rev. C. M. Knight, by the 
death of his mother at Fruitland, and the home of Rev. and Mrs. Ross, by 
the death of a son in California. 

Mrs. C. A. Wright of Boise and Mrs. Hamilton are the only cases of 
serious illness in any parsonage home. 

A new preacher came to increase the happiness of the parsonage home 
at Middleton, Carl M. Davidson, Jr. If he keeps up the pace he has already 
set he will surpass all expectations. 

Personally, I have had a busy but enjoyable year, which has been alto- 
gether too short. I have visited all of the churches, except four, three times, 
and some of them oftener. Attended General Conference at Kansas City; a 
meeting of the Book Committee at Atlantic City; taught in mid-year and 
summer Epworth League Institutes; have preached twice and sometimes 
three times every Sunday and most of the time during the week; addressed 
father and son banquet; made special stewardship addresses as a member 
of cultivation team, and conducted Passion Week services. 

These labors could not have been carried on without the cooperation of 
the pastors in the district programs. The pastors have been diligent and 
faithful and the fine fellowships of the year have helped to lighten the 
labor and lift the load. 

We have not realized all we had hoped or planned, but we close the year 
with the consciousness that we have honestly tried to be faithful and fair 
to all the interests of the Kingdom of God.

COMMITTEE ON HOME MISSIONS 


We believe that the Idaho Conference is among the most needy and 
prospectively fruitful fields of our church.

Within the bounds of our territory there are approximately 82,000 mem- 
bers of the Mormon church, 60,000 pupils in their Sunday Schools, and 7,500 
children in their special classes of religion. Among these people live many 
Protestant families who should have opportunities for Christian training and 
leadership. We therefore ask that the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extention, under its Department of Evangelism, appoint a field man to 
devote his full time to work in the Mormon territory, 

We recommend that the conference secretary send a copy of this resolution

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT COMMISSION 


Money invested in mortgage securities is $2,600.00. Of this $2,000 is 
supposed to bear interest at the rate of seven per cent. However, since 
April 1st, 1927, the securities for this have been in the hands of the Boise 
Trust Company as receivers, and have brought us no returns during this 
period. Owing to legal complications it now appears that it will be at least a 
year before we shall realize anything from this investment. 

The $600 is bearing eight per cent interest which is being paid with 
promptness and regularity. : 

We have in the savings department of the First National Bank of Idaho, 
money to the amount of $391.04 which bears four per cent interest, 

Of this $93.70 has been added during the present conference year from 
the Veteran’s Day offerings from seven of our churches. If all our pastors 
had complied with their own resolution of a year ago this addition would 
have been many times larger. 

Interest receipts during the year have been $61.19. 

We have paid our annuitant her annual due of $87.50 on the $1500 given 
us some years ago. 

The Endowment Commission recommends the election of the following 
named brothers as members of the class of 1981: H. G. Humphrey, V. E. 
Hall, and W. W. Van Dusen. 

We further recommend as follows: 

First, that Veterans’ Day be observed in every charge of the Conference 
on the Sunday immediately preceding Thanksgiving Day, or as soon after- 
wards is as practicable, and that an offering be taken for; our Conference 
Permanent Fund, after a full statement of the urgency of the situation 
shall have been made by the pastor, and said offering shall be sent to the 
Treasurer, W. W. Van Dusen, at 1417 N. 14th Street, Boise, Idaho, as 
soon as may be possible. Second, that our pastors and people familiarize them- 
selves with the recent General Conference action as soon as possible after 
the New Discipline may be obtained, on the subject of the support of our 
retired ministers. 

Third, we recommend that each pastor send to Dr. Farmer, 740 Rush St., 
Chicago, Illinois, and obtain information which he may send them on the 
proposed plan of supporting our veteran ministers.

CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


I. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:00 

m. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 
_ II. All Standing Committees shall be nominated by a committee on Stand- 
ing Committees, and elected by the Conference, and the list for the next ses- 
sion of the Conference shall be printed in the Journal of the Conference 
electing them. The President shall appoint all other committees unless 
their names are included in the motion to raise the committee, or the mover 
consents to have the Committee otherwise constituted. The first named on 
any committee shall be the temporary chairman of that committee until the 
committee is regularly organized. 
_ Ill. The Auditing Committee shall consist of three persons, whose duty 
it shall be to audit the reports of the Statistical Secretary, the Treasurer, the 
Stewards, the Trustees, Board of Trustees of Gooding College, and the Dis- 
et Superintendents; and all others acting as Treasurer of any conference 
unds. 

IV. All resolutions and memorials shall be typewritten, Any motion must 
be reduced to writing if the president or secretary requests it. 

: No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
pathos leave, unless compelled to do so by sickness or some other lawful 


VI. A member shall be denied the right to vote on a question if outside the 
bar at the time the vote is taken. 

VII. Each member within the bar at the time of putting a question shall 
vote unless excused by the Conference. 

VIII. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the pro- 
ceedings of the business sessions which when approved by the Conference 
and signed by the President and Secretary shall become the official record of 
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the Conference. His staff shall have authority to edit all reports of Boards 
and Committees, said reports to be submitted to him in double spaced type- 
written form only. He shall have charge of the papers of the Conference and 
shall not permit any individual to have possession of the Conference papers 
in the interim of the Conference Sessions, except by permission of the Con- 
ference. All documents and papers of the Conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the Conference session. 

I No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who is over 35 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Conference 
who is over 37 years of age. 

X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from churches 
that are not affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America.” 

XI. The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

XII. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above rules. 

XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it may be the privilege of any member to call his attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated. 

XIV. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a Preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is 
in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
his conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.” 





RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1. The Board of Examiners will conduct its work as per the provisions 
of the discipline, paragraphs 625 and 626. Special attention on the part of 
undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, text-books and examinations

2. Examinations shall be held on the day preceding the day appointed 
for the opening of the session of the annual conference. During the year 
examinations may be taken before any member of the board by corresponding 
with the Registrar. No examination will be given after the first day of the

3. Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the 
Registrar who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. k 

. Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written 
work in the collateral reading and study books at least two weeks prior to 
the opening of the annual conference. All homiletic work as required by 
the directions and helps must be in the hands of the chairman two weeks 
prior to the session of the annual conference. ‘ ; : 

5. <A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the Registrar by 
each undergraduate to defray incidental expenses. _ 

6. The annual meeting of the Board of Examiners shall convene at the 
seat of and on the day before the session of tha annual conference at the

REPORT OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS. 


EASTERN DISTRICT. 
H. G. Humpurey, Superintendent. 
i d Members of the Conference: 

Pete uecmuaie my first ‘an report I am mindful of the goodness of 
God who has enabled me to give three hundred and sixty-five days of un- 
divided interest and attention to this work. 

I am mindful also of the excellent work of my predecessor who had 
lifted the district to such a high level that I found it difficult to maintain. 
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; : t 
In this part of Idaho where many Protestants are constantly moving ou 
aKa itoemien families moving in to take their places it has meant hard work 
on the part of all our churches to avoid decreases in membership. 


No new fields have been opened up, but some dormant churches have 
been started toward activity and are asking for a resident pastor for the 
ensuing year. 


I have given a large share of my time and attention to the weaker 
charges, where I deemed my services were needed most. 


We gratefully report the week of inspiration and encouragement re- 
ceived from the visit of Bishop and Mrs. Brown. Nine charges were visited 
in the Bishop’s itinerary. We also acknowledge the wise counsel and con- 
structive suggestions of Dr. Walter Torbet, who spent five days on this 
district, visiting eight charges. The Board of Home Missions granted an 
extra hundred dollars to Jerome, and also to Richfield, to meet emergency 
appeals. 


A brief report of the charges may be in order: 

The Ashton parish is a whole empire in extent. Our pastor, J. J. 
Fleming and wife, have preached in many outlying places where churches 
are now standing vacant. A spirit of optimism and confidence is discover- 
able, as the town and country make their recovery from bank failures in 
recent years. Excellent work has been done in week-day classes in religious 
instruction. Brother and Sister Fleming are active leaders in the best 
life of Ashton and its wide adjacent territory. 


Aberdeen has talked federation with the Presbyterian Church for the last 
ten years. This last August these two local churches decided to act. 
Articles of agreement have been adopted by majority votes in both churches. 


This is a movement attempted in the interest of economy which may not 
be realized. However, there is a large group in each church that will not 
be satisfied till it is tried out. 

Our pastor, J. E. Officer, has worked hard and has built up the spiritual 
life of the church and surrounding community through aggressive prayer 
circles and pastoral visitation. 

Albion maintains a live Sunday School and Ladies’ Aid Society. Preach- 
ing services have been held in our church once each month. They request 
a continuance of the present plan of having supply preachers sent in. 

Blackfoot suffered a severe shock and loss through the death of the wife 
of our pastor, Rev. C. E. Deal. She was a real leader in the church. Her 
place could not be filled. 

Brother Deal also met with a serious auto accident that kept him out of 
his parish work tor many weeks. Brother Deal’s recovery and resumption 
of his pulpit work is a matter of thankfulness on the part of all of us. 

Burley has completed one of its best years from the standpoint of 

efficient financing and careful attention to every detail of church organiza- 
tion. A fine group of laymen stand loyally by the church work. Brother 
Deich was unanimously invited to return as pastor for another year. 
_ The pulpit committee from Castleford came to Conference last year and 
invited Rev. Mark White to become their pastor. Brother White and his 
family were happy in returning to the parsonage life. He has tried very 
hard to make good in looking after all the work at this point. 

The Ladies’ Aid printed program as outlined for a year at a time, in- 


cluding a study of our World Service, is worthy of commendation and a 
wider practice among other charges. 


Buhl has centered its work this Conference year in the building of a 


new church auditorium, With a subscription of $22,000.00 toward this pro- 
ject already provided under the pastorate of Rev. C. E. Helman, at the 
beginning of this Conference year, new building plans were secured, the 
work was launched, and will be completed and dedicated late in next October. 
Rev. Walter Torbet, who helped in securing the subscriptions, has promised 
another week oi help just preceding dedication. Our pastor, Rev. C. D. 
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Fletcher, is happy in the whole-hearted co-operation of his entire church in 
this building enterprise. 


_ Fairfield last year invited K. L. Haga to continue as supply pastor for 
this year. He stayed till June 1, and then left to enter Chautauqua work. 
Miss Maebelle Ellen Twiss, a graduate of Ohio Wesleyan College and a stu- 
dent deaconess, was secured in July to finish the year. She has taken hold 
of an exceedingly difficult situation and is endeavoring heroically to minister 
to the spiritual needs of Camas Prairie. 


Filer has had a steady year of constructive leadership and growth. Our 
pastor, Rev. C. E. Helman, has the commendation of Filer’s leading business 
men. He is active in all kinds of worthy movements related to our com- 
munity life in Filer. 


Berger is cared for as an afternoon appointment from this charge. 


Glenns Ferry Methodist Church has held its own financially in spite of 
the decrease in the town’s population on account of a partial closing of the 
railroad shops. 


A new roof has been placed on the church, the buildings painted and 
redecorated. The lawn is one of the beauty spots of the town. Brother 
Allison will make his habitual report—all claims met in full. 

Gooding for the seventh time unanimously requests the return of its 
pastor, Rev. H. G. McCallister. All financial obligations have been met, 
increase in membership and world service giving. Brother McCallister 
is also one of the most popular members of the faculty of Gooding College. 

When a sufficient supply of water for irrigation is guaranteed to the 
Gooding territory, a forward building program for a church auditorium 
will be in order. 

Hansen church has this year been brought to the border land of its 
Canaan in the matter of a new church enterprise. Our pastor, Rev. O. L. 
Kendall, has been both a Joshua and a Caleb in his urgency to go up and 
possess the land. We hope the final decision has not yet been reached as to 
the new church which is greatly needed to care for its crowded Sunday 
School and church services. 

Idaho Falls, under the leadership of Rev. E. L. White and his associate 
pastor, Rev. Alfred Shirly, now leads the district in the matter of pastoral 
salary, and actual service rendered to the town and county. The larger 
parish program which includes shelley is: working in a way that sets the 
pace for other centers where similar service should be given in a county-wide 
parish. The finances in both Idaho Falls and Shelley have been reorganized 
and all claims met in full. 

Jerome has closed this Conference year with Rev. Henry W. Parker as 
pastor since last Easter. Increased attendance at all services, increase in 
World Service giving, parsonage repaired, and the work in excellent spirit 
are due to the opportune coming of Brother Parker. 

On account of the prolonged sickness of Mrs. C. E. Tate, and a partial 
nervous breakdown of Brother Tate, who was pastor of our church till 
February 22, Brother Tate resigned and withdrew from our Conference 
membership. His credentials are in the hands of our Conference Secretary. 

Mountain Home was bereft of its supply pastor, Rev. Walter P. Stoddard, 
who died shortly after Easter. A small Sunday School is maintained. The 
rent of the parsonage is being applied on the mortgage held by our Board 
of Home Missions. 

Murtaugh asks the continuance of its present plan with Rev. C. E. Ronk 
as supply pastor for part-time service. A new Epworth League was 
organized here during this Conference year. ; 

Kimberly has had in some respects the best year of its history. Brother 
Powell, our pastor, will report increase in membership, a large increase in 
World Service contributions. Both increases due to the aggressiveness of 
the pastor and the co-operation of his committees. 

Mackay was happy in the pastoral care of Mrs. Charles H. Burleigh 
(better known as “Mother Kendail”) from November till February. On 
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account of the fatal illness of her husband, Rev. Charles H. Burleigh, a 
retired member of ...............----- Conference, she was compelled to relinquish 
the work. 

Rupert shared in a union revival during the winter. Our pastor, Rev. 
B. F. Meredith, reports good results from the meeting. Repairs on the 
church and an extension in the shape of an additional room are contemplated 
in the near future. Our splendid Ladies’ Aid Society has accumulated a 
goodly sum toward this project. 3 

Our church at Paul is cared for also by Brother Meredith—a good thing 
for Paul, but quite an extra drain on the pastor’s time. All finances at 
Rupert and Paul are kept up to date. 

Salmon will lose its pastor, Rev. F. F. Frisbie, who returns to one of the 
Southern Conferences in order to be near his aged parents. Brother Frisbie 
held the respect and esteem of the town and country. He held regular 
services in several outlying points. One of the banks in Salmon failed 
during the year, affecting several of our best local supporters of the church. 
The co-operation between our Methodist Church and the Presbyterians, who 
have had no pastor in Salmon during the year, was not what it might have 
been. 

Twin Falls began this Conference year with Rev. Horace Turner as 
pastor. He stayed till late October, and then was transferred to Great 
Falls, Montana. Twin Falls was without a pastor for three months. In 
February Rey. Cecil F. Ristow, of Whitewater, Wisconsin, was appointed 
te this church and the church again went forward. A fine record is being 
made. Enthusiasm for their pastor is especially evident among the young 
people. Extensive repairs on the parsonage and on the basement of the 
church have been made during the year. 

Wendell has shown increasing love for our pastor, Rev. J. D. Gillilan, 
inviting him to return for another year. A new church is hoped for and is 
badly needed. 

Montpelier is one of the charges now ready to receive and support a 
resident pastor. Extensive repairs have been made on the church. A live 
Sunday School is maintained. An opportunity is here for a pastor to serve 
our more than eight hundred Protestants of this town with no competition 
within a radius of twenty miles. 

Gooding College will be reported by President Tenney. Our district is 
interested in this institution, but is not backing it financially as it deserves. 

Field cultivation in a larger way than is yet undertaken would bring 
financial help and larger student patronage. 

A. small Sunday School is maintained at McCammon and also at Bliss. 
It is hoped that these points may be given pastoral oversight from centers 
nearest them in the coming year. 

The new assembly hall built this year at a cost of more than $2200.00, 
on our Methodist Camp Grounds, where we hold our Wood River Epworth 
League Institute, is a credit to the loyal support of our Epworth Leaguers 
who have made it possible. 

I have not accomplished nearly what I set out to do. Some surprises 
have both perplexed and grieved me. I have made a sincere and honest effort 
to fulfill my ministry as appointed and outlined in our book of discipline 
of this office in the Methodist Church. 


WESTERN DISTRICT. 


Harry S. HAMILTON, Superintendent. 
Bishop Brown and Brethren: 

“So much to do and yet so little done” is the feeling that characterizes us 
as we come to the close of our fifth year. Some one has said that time 
never hangs heavy on the hands of the man who finds plenty to do. Our 
difficulty has not been what to do with our time, but how to divide it. Dif- 
ferent interests and the multitude of calls for our various benevolent causes 
makes the superintendent wonder sometimes whether he is coming or going. 
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How well we have accomplished our task is not for me to say. All things 
done can never be tabulated or registered in a report. The record of the 
year will show one church being built; another has been enlarged; eight 
have been improved by repairing, repainting and redecorating; five par- 
sonages have been improved; two mid-year Epworth League institutes were 
held; one summer institute and one district conference were held; five daily 
vacation Bible schools and fifteen teacher-training classes were conducted. 
The record will show an increase in Church School attendance. There will 
be a decrease in church membership, due to two main reasons, decrease in 
population in certain sections and the decline of the spirit of evangelism in 
others. Many churches going the entire year without making a single addi- 
tion to membership either by conversion, letter, or transfer. The nonresident 
inactive list continues to grow. “We say it with flowers” to those who are 
physically ill, but we say it with thistles of criticism to the inactive list 
of those who are spiritually ill, We hope the World Service will show 
an increase. Up to August 1 the district showed an increase over last year, 
but the preachers will have to bring plenty of money to Conference to show 
an advance for the year. Gooding College has not been presented and given 
the support it is entitled to from the district. 

During the year we have tried to stimulate interest in the program of 
the church by bringing to the district meeting our own Bishop and Mrs. 
Brown; Dr. Ralph Ward, of the World Service office; Dr. Edward Laird 
Mills, Editor of the First Advocate in Methodism of importance; the Pacific, 
and Drs. M. A. Dawber and G. M. Dean of the Board of Home Missions. 

Sub-district retreats were held early in the Conference year where the 
entire year’s program of activities was considered with the preachers. These 
retreats brought information and inspiration to all who attended. ; 

The greatest institute ever held at Wallowa Lake was conducted in July. 
This was due to the activity of the Dean, C. O. Heath, and the business 
manager, Hall K. Wallis, as well as the activity of many of the pastors who 
see the great benefit to their young people of these summer institutes. Dr. 
Henry H. Meyer, Dean of the Hoston University School of Religious Educa- 
tion and Social Service, and Dr. Roy L. Burt, of the central office, were on 
the faculty. Bishop Brown was greatly missed. We hope to have him with 
us next year. 

In a sentence: 

Apple Valley improved their church property and is slowly advancing. 
Baker needs a spiritual morale. Boise First Church rejoices in a better 
church school but is in need of a revival of consecration and loyalty to the 
church and Jesus Christ. Boise Immanuel has a fine church school but 
needs the booster spirit. Caldwell whittles down her church debt, had a fine 
daily vacation Bible school, and is coming into her own. Collister and Eagle 
meet all claims in full. Cascade suffers from lack of financial support; the 
man around whom all finances centered died during the year leaving a gap 
unfilled. Cove holds her own against heavy odds. Emmett has lost her spirit 
and would close her doors but has decided to carry on. Enterprise has the 
fighting spirit to go ahead in spite of losses. Fruitland has the tallest 
preacher in the Conference in many ways, conducts the largest daily vaca- 
tion Bible school in the district, the average attendance being 159. They are 
beginning to realize their possibilities. Haines, the deaconess home of the 
district, has distributed one hundred and seventy-four copies of the Bible 
or parts of the Bible. Also conducts a daily vacation Bible school with an 
average attendance of 71. Homedale has a new piano. Huntington’s con- 
stituency continues to change. Imbler circuit is still on the map. Island 
City is suffering a slump in finances. Jordan Valley and surrounding 
preaching places of Poverty Flats and Arock are catching a new spirit of 
the need of the church. There is a little Fox in the parsonage. Joseph— 
“QO my son Joseph’”—continues to lose in membership and financial re- 
sources. Canyon City, John Day and Prairie City are a man’s job and a 
heart-breaker of indifference. Kuna is up and coming, puts a bath tub in 
the parsonage and builds a cabin at Wallowa Lake Camp Grounds for their 
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young people. La Grande has caught a new spirit, has redecorated and 
repainted their church building within and without and has made a fine 
increase in church school attendance. Meridian moves forward under a 
spirit of optimism. Meadows Valley is the golden heart of Idaho in possi- 
bilities, eternally suffers fire losses but repaints their church and meets 
all obligations. Nampa needs a baptism of both optimism and push. They 
are not progressing to the needs of the people. North Powder has 
one of the largest prayer meetings on the district but is a fertile field for 
some sects. Nyssa has put a long-needed bath tub in the parsonage; this 
may meet Editor Mills’ plea for a baptistry for they had a fine revival here 
during the year. Ontario suffers from removals but is awake to the possi- 
bilities of finishing their church. Payette plods along, made a fine survey of 
the community and has a little Parrett in the parsonage. Pleasant Ridge 
suffered from the death of Brother Henry Martin, whom they loved. South 
Side Boulevard has enlarged their church building and will invite the Confer- 
ence to meet there next year. Melba has at last got electric lights. Sweet and 
Montour have grown from three preaching places to seven or more. The 
deaconess has a missionary spirit for unchurched folks. Revivals were held 
at many of the preaching places. Union is aroused and growing. They im- 
proved their church and parsonage. Vale is an opportunity. Wallowa 
calls for a young man to lead them out of the wilderness into the promised 
land of endeavor. Wilder is getting on their feet financially. Weiser is still 
on the map with possibilities ahead. Harper is building a new church 
and Paradise has had a resurrection. 


A FEW OBSERVATIONS. 


It seems that in some places there is a determination on the part of the 
people to destroy the present church organization either by refusal to support 
it by rendering any service or financial aid or by a federation scheme (which 
is usually proposed by some outside party) which will not demand so much 
financial support, or by undermining of the church by supporting various 
kinds of sects and insects. 

Pessimism has cut the nerve of endeavor in some places. In some places 
there seems to be a slackening sense of responsibility, both in regard to 
finances and to the saving of souls. There is not humiliation because of 
failure. Sometimes in reply to my urging I get this: “D. S. all I hear is 
money or evangelism, why worry?” as much as to say ““Why bring that up 
now?” That is the trouble, no one wants unpleasant things brought up 
just now. 

During the year Rev. C. C. Pratt, whose last charge before retiring was 
on this district, died at Marshfield, Oregon, on January 6, 1929. Also, during 
the year, the mother of Rev. H. C. Kohr, in Ohio, and the father of Rev. 
Hall K. Wallis, in Baltimore, passed away. 

The break in the health of Mrs. N. E. Hershey, the wife of the pastor 
at Wallowa, made it necessary for me to release him from the work the first 
of June. While on their way to California they met with an auto accident 
which came very near being fatal to Brother Hershey. At the present time, 
however, he is on the road to a slow recovery. He will ask for a year’s 
leave of absence. 

The wife of Brother F, G. Potter of the Powwatka Circuit, passed away 
during the year. 

Sorrow came to Brother and Sister Winters of Joseph by the death of a 
daughter, who had been ill for many months. 

The entire district was shocked to hear of the sudden death of Brother 
Henry Martin of the Pleasant Ridge church. He was a brother beloved 
every where he has been pastor. I have heard nothing but words of praise 
for him. He was the first preacher I met in the Idaho Conference and we 
formed a friendship that has continued for nineteen years. The preacher’s 
life should be nobler and finer because of his example of loyalty and de- 
votedness to the work of the Kingdom of God. 
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Personally: I have had a very enjoyable year with preachers and 
churches. They might not have liked all I have said and done but it was 
joy to me. I have visited all the churches three times with the exception of 
three. With the aid of Brothers Wallis, Hall, Weaver, Quinn, Parrett, 
Roseberry, Kohr, Heath, and Miss Blokland, I conducted fifteen Teacher- 
training Classes, which took fifteen weeks of the year. I have spoken in 
every church on the subject of Religious Education. Conducted Passion 
Week services. I will not attempt to enumerate results except to say the 
effect upon me was wholesome. Every preacher ought to conduct an evange- 
listic meeting every year for the sake of the reaction upon himself. It will 
drive the preacher to his knees and to search his own soul and serve to keep 
him on the main line of the gospel ministry. Taught in one mid-year insti- 
tute and conducted the Morning Watch services at the Summer Institutes 
at Wood River and at Wallowa Lake. Have preached twice and many times 
three times every Sunday and most of the time during the week. I got 
Bishop and Mrs. Brown out of bed at one-thirty a. m. one morning and at 
four o’clock (Wesley’s orders) to_visit some of the churches. Their visits 
were greatly appreciated and helpful. Attended the meeting of the World 
Service in Chicago in January and spoke on Home Missions to several of 
the churches in Iowa. Have given many special addresses at various 
gatherings during the year. Have presented all the causes of the church, 
even Bristol Park. 

Whatever success has been attained this year has come by the loyal 
co-operation of pastors and laymen. No words can express our gratitude to 
them for this bond of fellowship and earnest endeavor in kingdom building.

BOARD OF MINISTERIAL TRAINING.

The excellent pamphlet, ““When Ministers Sing,” refers, by way of con- 
clusion, to “spiritual enrichment through vision and inspiration.” 

Our graduate course of study by correspondence is conducted by highly 
equipped teachers; it has five separate and distinct courses: a study of John’s 
gospel, study of Jeremiah, Pauline Christianity, the Person and Work of 
Jesus Christ and the Philosophy of Religion. What an opportunity—to 
spend a year with Jeremiah; to walk and talk with him; to think, to reflect, 
to dig—to cultivate independent thought and accuracy of interpretation! 

The new course of study for the undergraduates speaks for itself. It is 
broad, it is deep. It leads to vision, it leads to inspiration. This course of 
study places at the disposal of all of us, a real school opportunity at a mini- 
mum of cost and a maximum of opportunity. 

We earnestly recommend that every one read and study the different 
books in these two courses of study.

It must ever 
keep the spirit of Christ at the center of its life and give Him pre-eminence 
in all its laws and regulations. The Book of Discipline must, therefore, both 
in spirit and substance, conform to the New Testament more than to any 
other volume..... We firmly believe that a Methodist Episcopal Church 
loyal and faithful to its Doctrines and Discipline will everywhere help to 
fulfill God’s eternal purpose to evangelize all continents and create “the 
new earth wherein dwelleth righteousness.” 

In this day of multitudinous voices clamoring about what is and what is 
not Christianity, with the resultant confusion and hysteria even among some 
leaders high in the councils of the church, prompting sometimes, and in 
some places to an attempt to save the form of Godliness by denying the 
power thereof, it would be well for us, as Methodist Episcopalians to study 
carefully our standards, especially the General Rules of our Church that 
we do not drift too far from our course.

Whereas, The Idaho University is in an anomolous position in that it is 
located in Idaho territory, and gets its largest attendance of students and 
the bulk of its taxes from territory within the Idaho Conference, and yet is 
in the Pacific Northwest Conference, and 

Whereas, This situation has defeated efforts hitherto made to establish 
an adequate provision for the Wesley Foundation, and has caused the 
Methodists of the largest section of Idaho to neglect proper care and con- 
sideration for the religious needs of its students attending the State 
University, 

Therefore, We recommend that this Conference take the proper steps to 
have the General Conference authorize an all-Idaho Conference, and that 
overtures be made to the Pacific Northwest and Oregon Conferences; and 
that’ a committee of five be appointed to study the situation and report at 
the next session of the Idaho Conference.

RESOLUTION ON WORLD PEACE COMMISSION. 


The General Council of 1924 declared that “war is not inevitable,” 
that “its continuance is the suicide of civilization,” that we are determined 
to outlaw the whole war system,” and went on record as believing that “the 
world is now open for the crusade for peace,” and asked world-wide 
Methodism to set itself “to create the will to peace,” “to create the condi- 
tions for peace,” “to create organization for peace,” and urged all Metho- 
dists in co-operation with other like-minded followers of Jesus Christ to 
dedicate themselves to the establishment of His Kingdom where men shall 
learn war no more. 

The General Conference of 1928 again reaffirmed the position taken in 
1924 declaring that “preparation for war leads to war,” and that “as a 
Christian body we renounce war as an instrument of national policy,” and 
set ourselves to create the will to peace. The agencies of our church shall 
not be used in preparation for war. They shall be used in preparation for 
peace.” To this end the Conference ordered a Commission on World Peace 
and Fellowship, appropriated funds for its use, authorized it to open an office 
and employ a full-time Secretary. It also declared “we are opposed to all 
military training in colleges and universities. It went on record as favoring 
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the discontinuance of “advertising of military training camps by government 
postmarks on mail matter, the distribution of which in this and foreign 
countries tends to create a wrong impression regarding the attitude of the 
United States toward the spirit of universal peace.” The Conference 
registered its disapproval of the Naval Bill which was then before the 
Senate, and which has since been passed, authorizing fifteen new cruisers 
and one aircraft carrier. : 

Resolved, That this Annual Conference concur in these measures adopted 
by the law-making body of our church, and pledge our hearts and hands to 
the support of these principles. We rejoice that the Kellogg-Briand Peace 
Pact has been ratified by tne Senate and is rapidly being ratified by other 
nations in all parts of the world. We urge upon Congress the necessity of 
the United States entering the Permanent Court of International Justice, 
in order that there may be substituted for war as an international policy, 
a court of law, thus making eifective the Peace Pact which outlaws war. 

We recommend that our Conference appoint a Standing Committee on 
World Peace and Fellowship whose duty it shall be to give careful study 
to this whole subject, keep it ever before the Conference, co-operate with 
the World Peace Commission, and give assistance to lecal churches as far 
as possible, that desire to conduct reading circles and study groups. 

We recommend that the District Superintendents, while holding their 
Quarterly Conferences, call attention to the fact that the Peace Commission 
has an office at 150 Fifth Avenue, New York, and, that, where the interest 
in the local church warrants it, appoint a Committee on World Peace and 
Fellowship whose duty it shall be to conduct reading circles and study 
groups on the subject of World Peace. The World Peace Commission office 
is prepared to give help and guidance to Committees desiring it. 





REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS 
ENDOWMENT COMMISSION. 


Total assets at present are $3,078.00. Of this amount $1920.00 is in 
property in the hands of a receiver in slow process of settlement. The re- 
maining $1158.00 is in the savings department of the First National Bank of 
Idaho. This should be invested in safe securities as soon as possible where 
it will bear a larger rate of interest with safety than it is now paying. At 
present it is earning only 4 per cent. There has been added to this fund 
during the year $86.96. moe : 

The afore-mentioned receiver has paid in $80.00 on the unfortunate in- 
vestment in his care, thus reducing the amount from $2000.00 to $1920.00. 
We fully expect much larger payments on this claim in the near future as 
the time of redemption will expire in November. : a, 

The earnings of our money have been much reduced owing to conditions 
beyond our control, and have been $53.52 for the year. We have paid the 
Annuity claim of $87.50 and the honor of the Conference has been kept at par 
during our period of misfortune. Of course only the interest can be used in 
these or any payments that may be made. The principal is our permanent 
fund and must never be drawn on. : : 

The Conference Commission has most carefully considered the entire 
subject of our Retired Minister and his support and our conclusions take 
shape as follows: 2 ate 

1. As a conference we have been exceedingly slow in providing ample 
funds for the relief and support of our pensioners. Our need is an adequate 
permanent fund. Many other conferences have far outstripped us in their 
efforts and accomplishments. - 

2. The time has come when we seem to be compelled to take a decisive 
forward step in this matter, Our claimants are steadily increasing in 
number. Our needs are growing beyond our means for meeting them. The 
burdens on our churches at present appear to be about all they can stand, 
or are willing to assume. A large productive endowment fund is a pressing 
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necessity. After full consideration of the entire subject it appears to us 
that the time has come for aggressive action. We fully believe that many 
of our people will gladly respond to whatever calls we may make on them 
for this great cause. They are expecting us to lead off and to act in making 
larger and safer provision for our retired ministers. 

We recommend to the Conference that it at once avail itself of all 
right methods and means for building up its permanent fund. We call at- 
tention to the policy of the church as set forth in Paragraph 384, Section 3, 
of the Discipline regarding the necessity of observing Veterans’ Day. This is 
a mandatory requirement of the church. We request our District Superin- 
tendents to co-operate with the pastors regarding the proper observance of 
this day, and to ask at each First and Fourth Quarterly Conference if 
Veterans’ Day has been or will be observed. We suggest that so far as 
practicable the pastors shall effect an exchange among themselves for this 
day, and the visiting pastor take up the offering. Veterans’ Day shall be 
observed by us so far as possible, on the Sunday just preceding the 
national Thanksgiving Day. Veterans’ Day offering shall be devoted to 
paying the salary of our Field Representative to be hereafter provided. 

4. We further recommend that the Conference request the appointment of 
a Field Representative who shall work for the enlargement of our endow- 
ment fund by at least $100,000.00 during the next few years. 

5. We urgently request the Bishop to appoint as our Field Representative 
who shall have full management of the campaign for securing funds, Dr. 
Henry W. Parker, who shall receive a monthly salary of $200.00, and all 
necessary expenses. Each pastor shall be expected to open his pulpit for 
him at least once in each year, and shall assist him in every possible way, and 
shall furnish him a list of people whom he may call on and solicit funds. 

6. After most careful consideration of the matter of investments we 
earnestly recommend that hereafter all investments be made through the 
Board of Pensions and Relief, as they are prepared for this work, and their 
experience and opportunities enable them to do this with a minimum of 
risk and with good returns. We also advise that they take over our annuity 
interest if they are willing to do so. 

7. We nominate the following persons as members of the Commission 
for the class of 19382: G. W. Barnes, A. L. Freehafer, H. J. Roan, and 
W. J. Luscombe.

CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 





I. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:00 
noon. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 

II. All Standing Committees shall be nominated by a committee on Stand- 
ing Committees, and elected by the Conference, and the list for the next ses- 
sion of the Conference shall be printed in the Journal of the Conference 
electing them. The President shall appoint all other committees unless 
their names are included in the motion to raise the committee, or the mover 
consents to have the Committee otherwise constituted. The first named on 
any committee shall be the temporary chairman of that committee until the 
committee is regularly organized. 

III. The Auditing Committee shall consist of three persons, whose duty 
it shall be to audit the reports of the Statistical Secretary, the Treasurer, the 
Stewards, the Trustees, Board of Trustees of Gooding College, and the Dis- 
eg! Superintendents; and all others acting as Treasurer of any Conference 

unds. 

IV. All resolutions and memorials shall be typewritten. Any motion must 
be reduced to writing if the president or secretary requests it. 

V. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
without leave, unless compelled to do so by sickness or some other lawful 
reason, 

VI. A member shall be denied the right to vote on a question if outside the 
bar at the time the vote is taken. 

VII. Each member within the bar at the time of putting a question shall 
vote unless excused by the Conference. 

VIII. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the pro- 
ceedings of the business sessions which when approved by the Conference 
and signed by the President and Secretary shall become the official record of 
the Conference. His staff shall have authority to edit all reports of Boards 
and Committees, said reports to be submitted to him in double spaced type- 
written form only. He shall have charge of the papers of the Conference and 
shall not permit any individual to have possession of the Conference papers 
in the interim of the Conference Sessions, except by permission of the Con- 
ference. All documents and papers of the Conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the Conference session. 

IX. No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who is over 35 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Conference 
who is over 37 years of age. 

X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from churches 
ee are snot affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 

merica. 
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XI. The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

XII. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above rules. 

XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it may be the privilege of any member to call his attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated. 

XIV. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a Preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is 
in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
his Conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.” 


RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS. 


1. The Board of Examiners will conduct its work as per the provisions 
of the Discipline, paragraphs 625 and 626. Special attention on the part of 
undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks and examinations 
as contained in the above mentioned paragraphs. 

2. Examinations shall be held on the day preceding the day appointed 
for the opening of the session of the annual conference. During the year 
examinations may be taken before any member of the board by corresponding 
with the Registrar. No examination will be given after the first day of the 
Conference session. 

3. Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the 
Registrar who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

4, Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written 
work in the collateral reading and study books at least two weeks prior to 
the opening of the annual Conference. All homiletic work as required by 
the directions and helps must be in the hands of the chairman two weeks 
prior to the session of the annual Conference. 

5. A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the Registrar by 
each undergraduate to defray incidental expenses. 

6. The annual meeting of the Board of Examiners shall convene at the 
seat of and on the day before the session of the annual Conference at the 


hour of two p. m. 





ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


ARTICLE 1. 
Name. 
This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho 
Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE 2. 
Functions. 


The functions of the Board shall be those outlined in the Discipline, 
Paragraph 507, Section 4. 


ARTICLE 3. 
Composition of the Board. 


This Board shall consist of twelve members of equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis 
of their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of 
the work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 


members as follows: ' 
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(a) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents; President of Good- 
ing College; and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or 
Area. 

(b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth Leagues; 
the Ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Mis- 
sionary Societies. 


~ ARTICLE 4. 
Officers. 
The Officers of this Board shall be a President, a Vice President, and a 
Secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5. 
Organization. 
The Board shall be organized as follows: 


1—Divisions. 

(a) A division of educational institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1928 Discipline, Paragraph 507, Section 4, b, ec, d, 
e, and f. 

(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 
through Church Schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Disci- 
pline, Paragraphs 506, 507, 408 and 504, etc. 


2—Executive Committee. 

There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the Chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board. 


8—Committees. 
Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the 
exigencies of the situation shall demand. 
ARTICLE 6. 


Meetings. 

The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board 
or by the Executive Committee. 

2. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 
divisions themselves. . 

8. Committees of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 
responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 

ARTICLE 7. 
Amendments. 
_ This Constitution may be amended by two-thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 
ARTICLE 8. 
Vacancies in Office. 

Vacancies in the office of the Board may be filled at any regular called 

meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee. 
ARTICLE 9. 
Quorum. 


One-third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings 
of the Board, Executive Committee, and division meetings.
